Ycstcntuv tiio Rump of tlio Assembly, 
composed of five members, nnd the Rump 
of the Council, tbreo mombors, mot in con- 
ference on the Assembly Amendments to 
the Franchise Bill, in die Council Chamber 
in the now Government Building ut Jnino* 
Bay. Owin;.' to our exposure of the uncon- 
Rtitutionnlity of the Governor being includ- 
ed in the Conference, ho was not pros- 
i>nt. The Hon. Judge Oumeron, membor 
of Council, supported the amendments ; 
htit the H6n.J;\Vork ana the [Ion, D. Fraser, 
— the latter particularly, — opposed a lower 
qualification than £100 freehold, and £20 
rental. Messrs. Yates, MeKay and Skinner 
ably find flruiiy supported the amendments. 
Mr. J. D. Pemborton, tired out with L«#is-| 
latirfl labor in constructing and reconstruct- 
ing a Franchiso Bill, favored a compromise. 
Tho Speaker opposed Mr. McKay's argu- 
ments in support of the amendments, char- 
acterizing thom as "rotten." He 'finally 
favored tliem, — a3 tho opposition which 
would Lc consistent in the ITouse of Assem- 
bly, would not he so iu the Conference. 
The foolish threat at one time was thrown 
out by the lion. D. Fraser, that the Council 
■was nut disposed to lower the qualification. 
Ultimately, both Council and Assembly 
ngrecd to a £50 freehold ami £ 12 rental. 
The Assembly having since added the com- 
promise to the hill, it may he said to be vir- 
tually law. Although tho hill is extremely 
defective, as well ns the hill apportioning 
the members and districting the Colony, — 
Htill it is tho best that we can now get. 
Tho electors will therefore prepare theni- 
Bchcs for the owning election, nut six 
week's distant. Thon they will hove to 
exercise again the power restore 1 to them 
by a. dissolution of the Assembly, — which 
it is hoped will be soused that none but 
"good men anil true" will be elected. 

AWFUL JJUHBER AND SUICIDE AT HEW 
WESTMIN5TE3. 

Editor British Colonist:— On Friday 
l06t, while the town was still in a. great 
state of excitement about the murder of the 
three Italians by the pirates at the mouth 
of the river, (consisting of Indians from 
Covriuhrtn, Tadka Tulu, Tuashans, Sen 
Shells, Mousquims, and Squamish,) news 
arrived that Mrs. Crete, the wife of one of 
tho Sappers and Miners, had murdered her 
family and cut her own throat: and I am 
Eorry to say it turned out too true. By the 
evidence before the coroner's inquest that 
was summoned the rame day, it appeared 
tiho hud been in a desponding way for some 
time about being out here. And when the 
news of the murder below arrived, it turned 
her brain completely, and sho was heard .to 
say that sooner than the Indians should kill 
hor children, she would kill them herself. 
During the night she appeared uneasy, 
getting in and oat of bed many times ; and 
when her husband left f:ir his work, she 
locked the (loi>r. nnd attacked first her little 
son, about eight years of nge, who was 
putting on his shoes and stockings, S'nr 
cut him with a razor in tho leg, side and 
back of the neck, and he was so stunned by 
tho attack that he lay still. She then 
crossed tho room, razor in hand, and cut 
the throat of .her little daughter, a pretty 
nhild of three yours old, with long Unseen 
hair, which lay dabbled in hor lifd'ti blood 
wbon Keen by the Jury. She nearly .".it 
hor head from horbodv. She then made n 
put at her infant, but did, not cut deep, and 
it will perhaps live. Lnsl ol all, she cut 
par own throat, and unlocked tho door, 



rushing on the balcony, wringing her hands 
and gurgling "I have done it ! " Assist- 
ance immediately came, but she died in 
three-quarters of an hour, presenting a hor- 
rid sight. The jury returned a verdict that 
she murdered her daughter and wounded 
her other children, and killed hersell while 
antler the effects of temporary insanity.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

11a. sr.; Thursday, Nov. 3, 1859. 
Tlie members of the Assembly wet nt 11 
a. m., but did not organize. They proceed- 
ed at once to di net tlie Council in conference 
on the Franchise Bill. 

3 p. m. Thcksday. 

The members of Assembly having re 
turned from the conference with the Coun- 
cil, — the House was immediately organized. 

Present — The Speaker, Yates, Peinber- 
ton, McKny and Skinner. 

CONFERENCE WITH COUNCIL. 

Mr. McKay rend a report explaining the 
result of the conference of the Assembly 
with tlie Council, us follows : " After con- 
siderable discussion amongst the members, 
each member fixed bis ultimatum; And it 
was proposed that if the Council would 
agree to the £12 rental, the House would 
raise the freehold to j£60. Agreed to." 

Several messages from His Excellency 
were read, which will be found elsewhere. 
PETITION. 

Mr. Skinner asked leave to introduce a 
petition to Incorporate the First Victoria 
Hebrew Bonevolent Society, 

Members were unwilling to receive anv 
more private business, as the present sitting 
of the House was considered the last ; and 
therefore it was desirable to defer it till a 
new House met. Accordingly not received. 

LIBRARY FUNDS. 

Mr. Yates could not see how it was that 
the Funds voted for a Library and lodged 
with the II B. Co., were not forthcoming. 
Certainly, if the books were properly kept, 
the absence of Mr, FinlayBon on^ht not 
to prohibit them from knowing where the 
funds were. 

In reply, members said that Mr. Finloy- 
Hon had charge of the books. 

FRANCHISE BILL. 

The House resolved itself into a Commit- 
tee of the Whole. 

Mr. McKuy m >vcd that the rental bo £12 
instead of £20. 

Mr. Yates objected to tlie motion on the 
ground that the bill, as it now stood amend- 
ed by the House, had the £12 in it ; and 
that* the House could not put in the bill 
what was already tuere,— inasmuch us the 
Council had not altered the amendments of 
the House, but sitripiv stated that it could 
not agree to tlie Assembly amendments. 

The Speaker, Chairman and McKay 
thought it necessary to amend the clause in 
Council bill. — Mr Yates was for the £12 
rental ; but there was no sense in attempting 
to put in the bill what was already there. 

Motion was carried. 

Mr. McKay moved that £50 be substitut- 
ed fur £100 freehold. Carried. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

Mr. Yates said that as it was probable 
that this would be tlie last time they would 
have an opportunity to call for the returns 
of revenue and expenditure, he would like 
to know why they were not received. He 
certainly thought that His Excellency had 
treated the House with great discourtesy 
by withholding them. 

The peaker. — The House is yourself. 

Mr. Yates. — N it so. A majority of the 
House voted the resolution calling for re- 
turns, but His Excellency had paid no at- 
tention to it. 

Mr. Skinner thought that His Excellency 
should have answered the resolution, lie 
had had three months to do it in. 

The House adjourned to meet at the call 
of the Speaker.
